Iernld has exnmined the hop yards of
geven towns in Opelda county and
three in Madison, comparing growth
of vines and probable yield with thoes
of 1805, There are occaslonnl yards
whose owners have fertilized and il
led them as if hops were worth 30
cents per pound, that are nearly up

Lo Lheir usual slasding, bul. Lhese o

naob average over tive orsix o n town,
They ure lurge yards, bacause some of
the lurgest growers are most liberal
in feading and caring for them. Other
lnrge yards well cared  for will not
produce over half a crop, especially
where Canada red-vine hops have been
exolusively planted, New varietles
often give great promise at first and
then drop out. The Canadas for sevs
eral years seewmed fhardy and wore
productive thao others, less llable to
mold, and could be lefl on the vines
several days longer, but tlus your's
grubs have nearly ruined them. Some
yeurs ago Humphirey was the favorite,
a week earller than English Cluster,
vine remarkable long and thrifty but
giving a really good crop only once In
five or slx years. Few are now grown.
The Palmer Seedling is nearly ex-
tinct, «nd the West grown only to

2 llmited extont. The lIntter

Is two weoks earlier than the Cluster,
and lsgrown to be marketed earlier
and obtaln cash-to pay plekers. They

yleld only 400 to 600 pounds Lo the
nore.

Englisin Cluster has  proved to bo
the most profitable on the whole, but
it growers nre confined to one varlety,
It materially shortens the plekiog, as
the Cluster must boplcked within one
waeek (o have the quality perfect,
The wmworeseen ofjthia  yeur's hop
erop,the more one is inelined to thin
thut it will avernge only one<half
that of 1880,
